Interview Summary 

During a telephonic conversation with Mr. Robert A. Voigt, Jr. (Reg. No. 47,159) 
on Monday, April 05, 2004, it was agreed the application is subject to restriction/election 
requirement. Two groups were proposed, namely, Group I consisting of claims 1 - 62 
and directed to "monitoring and locating an object" and Group II consisting of claims 63 
- 65 directed to "a system a monitored unit/device attached to an object." Mr. Voigt has 
elected, without traverse, Group I (claims 1 - 62). Claims 63 - 65 are therefore 
withdrawn from further consideration. Claims 63 - 65 are further canceled by 
Examiner's Amendment (see below) as directed to non-elected subject matter to 
advance prosecution of the Application (as remaining claims 1 - 62 are allowed as 
indicated below). 

Examiner's Amendment 

IN THE CLAIMS 

Claims 63 - 65 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 62 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for such an 
indication. 

The prior art of record fail to suggest monitoring and locating an object/monitored 
unit comprising, among other limitations, transmitting a seed of an algorithm to the 
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monitored object/unit if an identification associated with a first packet of data is valid" 
and measuring a signal strength of a second packet of data if the second packet of 
data was received at an expected frequency from the monitored object/unit. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Clark (US 6,459,888 B1 ) teaches a method of estimating carrier 
frequency in a digital mobile communications system through multiple hypotheses 
performed on the received signal and Billstrom et al. (US 5,590,133) teaches 
apparatuses and mobile stations for providing packet data communication in digital 
TDMA cellular systems.
